R ev. R . H. ( rossheld’s Stereopticon 


Lecture at St. Pau l’s Church. 


No portion of the earth’s surface af­ 
fords a more fruitful field for the trav­ 
eler and the explorer than the narrow 
strip of land on the eastern coast of 
the Mediterranean Sea known as the 
Holy Land.
